HIGH SCHOOLS CLOSE
Commencement Exercises at

Convention Hail Last Night.
END OF FJKST CENTURY

NOTEWORTHY INCIDENT OF

WASHINGTON SCHOOL SYSTEM.

Immense Audience Greets Graduates of

Central, Eastern and Western.

Diploma Winners.

The Washington public school system
rounded out its first century last evening,
wl.en the commencement exerc'ses of three
high schools were held at Convention Hall
before an audience w hi oil crowded that im¬
mense »ud;torium. Beneath a canopy of a

thousand tiags and incandescent lights that
audience of mothers and fathers, brothers
and sisters nnd sweethearts watched with
earnest faces while their loved ones march¬
ed in single file alcr.g the platform and re¬

ceived from District Commissioner West
that treasured emblem of gvaduation-^the
diplc n:a.

Nearly two hundred young ladies and
young men, the ioriner in their gowns of
spotltfs white and the latter in evening
clothes, we're Cecltired graduated at the ex¬

ercises .ast evtr. ng, and to them were ad¬
dressed many words of advice and comnieii-

ciat t. n. The trials and tribulations of life
in tie gieat work-u-day wond were dis¬
cussed. the pitlalis wi ¦« enumerated and
tlie remit.:cs prescribed.
P.:rUcirating .11 the exercises were men

most prominent in the affa;is of the com¬
munity. Crmn ss cner Henry B. F. Mac-

come the public schools, presided. The dem¬
onstrations throughout were enthusiastic,
particularly when Capt. Einthicum of East-
ern responded to his name and received his
diploma. Two Chinese graduates, Taoyuh
Clarence Sun and Henry Kunphrey Chang,
were cordially received. Their parents were
present and occupied seats down near the
front. They were attired in their native
costumes, while one of the boys wore an

evening suit and the other a High School
Cadet uniform.

Those on the platform were Mr. J. Holds-

worth Gordon, president of the board of ed¬
ucation. and its other members, Mr. J. F.
Bundy, Dr. Richard Kingsman, Mrs. H. L.

of the public school committee of the Board
of Trade; Mr. W. V. Cox. president of the
Board of Trade; Rev. Albert Evans, Rev.
J. H. V.'. Blake, Mrs. Macfarland. Miss
Elizabeth Bryant Johnston, Mis. Hendley,
the last two a committee from the Daugh¬
ters of the American Revolution; Principal
M. F. F. Swartzell and Miss Hawes of the
Eastern High School, Miss H. M. Reynolds
of the English department of the high
sohoo's: M'.ss E. C. Westcott, principal, and
Miss Reed of Western High School; Mr.
John B. Chamberlain, director of manual
training schools; Mr. P. M. Hughes, direc¬
tor of high schools, and Mr. Allan Davis,
principal of the Business High School.
The graduates marched into the audito¬

rium and to the stage reserved for them to
the tuneful strains of Sousa's "High School
Cadets' March." played by the Marine Band-
Misses Vera Elsie Adams and Mary Agnes
Corsa led the column through the aisle,
while the five thousand persons In the au¬
dience applauded generously.
Flowers were presented to each and every

graduate at the conclusion of the exer¬
cises.

Introductory Address.
Following the invocation by Rev. John Le

Brooks the Marine Band played Nevins'
intermezzo, "Narcissus." Commissioner H.
B F. Macfarland, as presiding officer, made
a brief introductory address.
"The climax of our commencements

comes tonight," he said. "The last of the
graduates of the first century of our public
schools receive their diplomas and go on

to college, normal school or into active
life. They represent the best that can
be done by the state for the children of
Its citizens, who are tomorrow to be them¬
selves the citizenship of the future. All
the century's progress in popular education
is reflected in their success. No better
officers and teachers, no better methods
and no better results are to be found any¬
where than in the national capital, which
is more and more becoming an educa¬
tional center. Ail our citizens and resi¬
dents of every degree believe in our public
schools, and the vast majority of them,
including the President of the United
States, have shown the'r confidence most
convincingly by sending their children to
those schools. Now, having done all that
we couid for these graduates, we look
confidently to them to do all they can for
the home and the state. Highly favored
by living in Washington, highly trained tfy
its life as by Its schools, they owe much,
and therefore will pay lurgely. Tliey will
ptrelcb their you&ir strength to ous old

endeavors, and carry them forward tri¬
umphantly. Some as teachers, and all as
suporters. will make the second cer tury of
the District schools more remarkable than
the first, and intensify that loyalty to our
system of free education which Is the
most conspicuous trait in our community
life. Xp whatever they do, we believe
that they will show that they have learned
more than books and laboratories can
teach, the higher learning of the spirit
which makes honorable living and gives
Independence and contcntedness. Very few
can be rich or famous. Very few can win
any form of worldly success, but all can
have what money cannot buy.the true
life of the culture which is the good taste
of the mind and the conscience which Is
the good taste of the soul. We salute them
with joy and hope, as they come forward
to take our places."

Mr. Gould's Talk to Graduates.
Mr. Macfarland then Introduced Judge

Ashley M. Gould of the Supreme Court of
the District of Columbia as "a good friend
of the schools.because he has Ave repre¬
sentatives attending them at the present
time." Judge Gould made the address of
the evening. In opening, he explained that
he had not known why he had been asked
by the board of education to speak, until
Mr. Macfarland mentioned the live repre¬
sentatives of the Gould family attending
the schools. "This is the method adopted
to make me pay my debt to the District."
he said amid laughter. Continuing, Judge
Gould said:
"This splendid audience, met to common)-

oiate the close of the work of another
year of the public school system of the
capiital of the nation, brings other thoughts
to my mind.
"More than seventy years ago a great

English statesman visited this country, and,
after a careful survey of its conditions,
said: "The univrrslty of education in the
United States is more calculated than all
other causes to accelerate their progress
toward a superior rank of civilization and
power. * * * If knowledge be power, and
if education gives knowledge, then must
the Americans inevitably become the most
powerful people in the world. The very
genius of American legislation is opposed
to ignorance the people as the most
deadly enemy or good government ' Threa
years ago another Englishman, a wise and
sagacious observer, wrote a book In which
he endeavored to account for the world-su¬
premacy of this nation: and, quoting a

prophecy of Richard Cobden. he gave as
the first reason for the ascendancy of the
United States the superior education of its
peojilu
"Nor is it alone In the reilm of the mate¬

rial that American influence is dominant.
The most vital question which today con¬
fronts the nations of the world is that of
international arbitration, and if the time
shall ew.r come 'when the war drum throbs
no iontrer. and the battle fla^s are furled.'
it will be under the leadership and through
the influence of this country.
"While I have not called your attention

to the marvelous development of our coun¬
try for the purpose of vainglory or to in¬
flame your self-esteem, or even your pa¬
triotism, I have no apology if that shall
be the result. For. I agree with Tolstoi,
that 'the only nations which ever come
to be called historic are those which rec¬

ognize the Importance and worth of their
own Institutions.' My object has been to
consider the important part which our
system of public education has played in
this most interesting and remarkable his-
tor.v. And no feature of that history is
more interesting than the fact that our
growth in national power and resources
has been coincident with the increased ed¬
ucational facilities afforded the people.

Army Without Banners.
"In the heat of a political campaign wc

sometimes hear that if this or that policy
prevails our liberties are In danger; the
specter of imperialism is held before our
Btartled eyes, or we are told that the trusts
are about to bind us hand ard foot: or that
the disparity In the distribution of wealth
is about to reproduce on American soil the
bloody scenes of the French revolution.
But there is an army without weapons and
without banners, led by leaders who wear
no epaulets, who seek not glory, before
whose resistless march all such phantoms
fade and flee away. It is made up of these
ever-increasing millions, of those who are
being qualified for self-government by our
system of public education, who stand
guard over the life, liberty and property of
the citizen.
"The republic's need of the enlightened

and patriotic aid of her scholars is greater
today than at any other time in her his¬
tory. The vast social and economic
changes, the extension and development

of our energies, raise questions which'go
to the very foundations of our govern¬
mental organization. They can be an¬
swered only by trained intelligence.
Statesmanship does not consist in indis¬
criminate opposition and criticism of
every measure proposed by the other
party. The new conditions, both domes¬
tic and foreign, require on the part of
those who administer the affairs of gov¬
ernment constructive ability of a higher
order.
"As the necessity for educated intelli¬

gence Is greater than ever before, so the
rewards which crown success surpass
those of any other period of our history.
The graduate of today steps out into the
greatest era of the greatest nation and
of all time. His first step toward success
Is to adjust himself to his environment."

Scholarships and Prizes.
The award of scholarships and prizes

was next on the program, and the faces
of the prospective recipients grew radi¬
ant In anticipation of the honors about
to be bestowed.
Superintendent of 8chools A. T. Stuart

made the awards after a most flittering
Introduction by Commissioner Macfarland.
Mr. Stuart declared that the past vear In
the high schools ot the District of Columbia
had seen the high-water mark in enroll¬
ment, there' being 3,844 students and 57'J
graduates. The total public school enroll¬
ment. he said, had beeen approximately
49,000.

Mr. Stuart announced that the Mary

Washington Chapter, D. A. R., which pre¬
sents annually a gold medal for the finest
essay on American history by high school
girl graduates, had decided to present the
medal this year to Miss Elisabeth Ammen
Wysor of Central High School. Honorable
mention was accorded to Miss Antoinette
Carolena Malnati of the Eastern School.
Miss Malnatl's subject was "George III
and His Influence on the American Revolu¬
tion."
Miss Wysor's subject was "Causes of the

American Revolution." The medal was

pinned to Miss Wysor's gown by Mrs. Elisa¬
beth Bryant Johnston, chairman of the spe¬
cial committee of Mary Washington Chap¬
ter, D. A. R.
The other members of the committee were

Mrs. J. Eakln Gadsby, Mrs. A. D. Johnston,
Miss Aline Solomons and Miss Lillian Lock-
wood.

Wr. West Presents Diplomas.
The presentation of diplomas was next In

order, and Commissioner Henry L. West
did the honors. The graduates approached
the front of the platform with hesitating
and expectant tread. When their names

were called, each graduate smiled a thank¬
ful smile, took a hurried step forward and
grasped the long-coveted diploma. Some
took their diploma in their right hand, some
in their left, some in both hands, but they
all got them, and hung on to them aa the
dearest treasure they could possess.
Applause in generous quantity greeted

each graduate, and Commissioner West also
added a few words of compliment and con¬
gratulation as he handed out the sheep¬
skins.

Hughes, director of schools; Eastern gradu¬
ates were called by Prof. M. F. F. Swart-
sell, principal, while Miss E. C. West-
cott, principal of Western High, called the
graduates from that Institution.

Wilkins, and my two sons, John F. and
Robert C., share and share alike; and in
addition, to my beloved wife, Emily J. Wil¬
kins, all the residue of my estate," whether
real or personal, wherever situated, to be
hers in fee simple. I hereby constitute and
appoint Emily J. Wilkins, John F. and Rob¬
ert C. Wilkins, or any or either of them, the
executors of this instrument, and request
that no Inventory of my estate be made, nor
shall any bond be required of them.

"I hereby devise to the American Security
and Trust Company the sum of $1,000 In
trust for Beriah W. Edwards of Maysvllle,
Ohio, my namesake, to be invested by said
trust company to the best advantage in its
Judgment, adding the interest to the prin¬
cipal.
